A MISSIONARY’S ACCOUNT OF. THE 
CHINKISNG RIOT. 3 

Rov. P. T. Bryan writes as follows in the 
Chinesc Recorder :—The real cause of the 
tiot was batred of the Sikh policemen, 
For many years only natives were etmploy- 
ed as policemen, and consequently the 
‘Chinese were allowed many’ privileges in 
the Concessiun, (A ehort time ago several 
Sikts were employed and given the higher 
positions in the police service. They be- 
gun at once to introduce more stringent 
regulations, in order to liaye more system 
and order in the Concession—ia desirable 
thing, The Chinese are net a people to 
obey quickly and promptly. Phe Sikbs 
are unturally rough iu ‘their maunors, 
capecially toward the Chinese, whom thoy 
copsider tu be greatly inferior to them. 
sulves, Consejuently tho Chinuse were 
P often ruughly treated, aud began to regard 
Ue Sikhs a9 very impolite, rough, cruel, 
men. As time went on the feeling in- 
tensified. The Sikis were called ‘red- 
hwaded foreign devils’ and feared and 
hated an such, 

I waa tuld by an intelligent Chineso 
teacher that threo causes recently incrersed 
this hatred very much among all classes. 
A emall mililary official was drapged off 
his horse and taken away to the Police 
Station by his queze. Ho was degraded of 
conrre, ¥ 

Ris «fence was riding tuo faust throngh 
the Ooncessiun. 

The beggars and idlers generally were 
driven out of the Conce-sion, perhaps often 
treated roughly. 

Many dogs bayo recently been’ pojsoned 
by the Sikhs, 

The Chinese were often heard to speak of 
the cruelty of these policomen. They werg 
rondy on the slightest pretence to attuek 
them. 

On February. 5th occurred the occasion of 
the riot.
